























AFTER last season’s historic 
FA Cup run when they reach- 
ed the third round for the first 
time in 90 years, Wycombe

To reach the fourth qualifying 
round they have beaten Erith 
and Belvedere 3-1 away after a 
1-] home draw, Bromley 2-1 and 
Molesey 4-0. 


Croydon, who dropped the 
Amateurs title three seasons 


ago, have only one injury 
problem. Bernie Merron hurt a 
shoulder in the recent 1-0 win 
over Tilbury and is very doubt- 
ful. Cliff Gould, an 18 year old 
youngster who scored. the 
winner. against Tilbury, could 
take his place. 


Apart from Merron, Croydon 
should be able to field their 
regular side tomorrow, lt in- 
cludes several former Isthmian 
League Division One players, 
amongst them Dave Cobb, the 
goalkeeper, and Adrian Hill. 
They played for Tooting and
